Hanson Hills Proposal on Ballot 


The Crawford County Board of Commissioners voted 5-1 
Thursday to place a one-quarter mill proposal for Hanson 
Hills on the November general election ballot. The proposal 
asks voters county-wide to approve a quarter mill to help 
fund Hanson Hills for two years. The millage would raise 
about $48,500 a year starting on the 1985 taxes, if approved. 
The millage would fund about half of the park’s operation 
with ski and rental fees and other fundraisers raising another 
$50,000 a year to meet the $100,000 a year budget.

The Crawford County Board of Commissioners also ap- 
proved by a 5-1 vote placing a one-quarter mill proposal for 


the county Commission on Aging on the November general . 


election ballot. The proposal asks voters county-wide to ap- 
prove a quarter mill to help fund the Commission on Aging 
for two years. The millage would raise about $48,500 a year 
beginning with 1985 taxes, if approved. The proposal is a 
decrease from the half-mill request approved by voters three 


years ago.

Safety Rules Pertain 
To Bicycles as Well 
as Automobile Drivers 


To reduce Michigan pedes- 
trian and bicycle fatalities - 
a major cause of death 
among school-aged young- 
sters - the Automobile Club 


- of Michigan is holding a 


series of statewide work- 
shops as part of its “School's 
Open -- Drive Carefully” 
campaign. 
Thirty-three 
aged 5-14 were killed in 
pedestrian traffic accidents 
last year in Michigan, com- 
pared to 29 deaths in 1982. 
While bicycle fatalities 
dropped from 28 in 1982 to 20 
last year, the 5-14 age group 
still represents 45 percent of 
all the bicycle fatalities in 


_ Michigan. 


“During the 1984-85 school 
year, we will hold ap- 
proximately 2,100 school 
safety programs statewide 
for some 200,000 students,”’ 
stated Robert Cullen, the 
Auto Club’s Safety and Traf- 
fic Engineering manager. 
“The purpose of the work- 
shops is to instruct students 
from pre-school through 
junior high | school on 
pedestrian and bicycle 
safety practices.” 

When Michigan schools 
begin opening in late August, 
Cullen cautioned that area 
motorists should be alert to 
the increased pedestrian 
traffic near and around 
school zones, especially dur- 
ing the early morning and 
mid-afternoon hours. 

Parents also can help en- 
sure their children’s safety 
by teaching themi the proper 


youngsters 


procedures . for crossing 
streets. “Special attention 
should be given to the 142,733 
students statewide who will 
be attending elementary 
school for the first time,’’ 
Cullen said. 

“Dart-outs and mid-block 
crossings are the major 
causes for most school- 
related traffic accidents,” 
he pointed out. 

In addition to the work- 
shops, safety belts, badges 
and training booklets will be 
distributed by the Auto Club 
to 1,800 Michigan schools. 
Parents may pick up free 
“School’s Open — Drive 
Carefully” bumper stickers 
and placemats from the Auto 
Club’s 54 full-service offices 
statewide. 


Cullen pointed out that — 


Michigan law requires 
motorists to stop at least 10 
feet behind school buses with 
flashers on as they load or 
unload. Motorists should not 
proceed until those lights 
stop flashing. 

Safety rules which parents 
should review with school- 
aged children include: 

* Cross only at intersec- 

tions. 
* Look in all directions 
before crossing streets and 
watch for cars turning on 
green lights or making legal 
turns on red lights. 

* Obey safety patrollers 
and crossing guards. 

* Walk on the sidewalk. If 
there isn’t one, walk facing 
traffic.

Camp Grayling won’t be 
included on a list of possible 
sites for a new light infantry 
division, according to U.S. 
Senator Car] Levin. 

“The Army has reiterated 
its policy that it will not con- 
sider state-owned sites for 
the new planned light infan- 
try division. The result is 
Camp Grayling won’t be 
considered,”’ Levin said in a 
statement sent to the Craw- 


ford County Avalanche. 

“While it was a long-shot 
effort to get the Army to con- 
sider state-owned sites, the 
effort was worth it because I 
want the Department of 
Defense to think of 
Michigam when it does its 
planning and spending,” 
Levin said. 

The light infantry division 
will include 10,000 military 
personnel and add 2,000 
civilian jobs to the base

State Approves Piacing Middle 


School Bond Issue on Ballot 


A Preliminary Qualifica- 
tion for a Grayling Middle 
School bond issue has been 
granted by Phillip Runkel, 
Superintendent of the Mich- 
igan Dept. of Education. 

The last step for placing a 
middle school bond vote on 
the ballot is expected to take 
place Monday, Sept. 10th 
when‘the Crawford AuSable 
School Board meets. The 
board is expected to pick a 
Dec. 18 date for the bond 
issue election and vote to 
place the issue on the ballot. 

The middle school bond 
issue can not be placed on 
the November general elec- 
tion ballot because the 
school district precincts are 
different from general elec- 
tion precincts. 

A bond qualifying commit- 
tee for the state education 
dept. sent this recommenda- 
tion to Superintendent

The application dated 
August 13th, 1984, received 
from Crawford’ AuSable 
School District for Prelimi- 
nary Qualification of bonds 
in the amount of $4,950,000 is 
for the purpose of erecting, 
furnishing and equipping a 
new middle school; 
relocating and re-construct- 
ing the athletic field; con- 
structing and equipping ad- 
ditional playground facili- 
ties; and developing and im- 
proving sites, 

If this bond issue is suc- 
cessful, the present middle 
school will probably be 
demolished as it has many 
deficiencies, both physically 
and educationally. 
Physically, the electrical, 
plumbing and _ ventilation 
systems are obsolete. Other 
shortcomings of the building 
are the lack of Barrier Free 
Access and non-compliance 
of Fire Safety Codes. Beyond 
the violation of written 
codes, the building fails to 
provide an environment

There is a lack of sound- 
proofing and the size and 
comfort of the classroom is 


‘also a problem. The volume 


and construction of the build- 
ing make it uneconomical to 
operate energy-wise. Fur- 
thermore, the existing site 
size (3 acres) is not adequate 
to accommodate necessary 
playfields and parking. 
Previous visits by Michigan 
Dept. of Education Staff to 
the district support the 
committe’s recommen- 
dation, 

The district has an enroll- 
ment of 1818 at the present 
time with an enrollment of 
1996 anticipated within 5 
years. 

This will be the third at- 
tempt at passage of similar 
issues. A $4,300,000 issue was 
defeated September 12, 1983, 
and a $4,500,000 issue was 
defeated in March of this 
year. 

The proposed bond issue

amended, for the qualifica- 
tion of school bonds, and it is

Volume Purchasing Reduces 


Costs at Mercy Hospital 


For the second time in six 
months, the evaluation of a 
high  cost/high volume 
hospital product by Grayling 
Mercy Hospital’s nursing 
department has resulted in a 
savings for the hospital. Ten 
thousand dollars is expected 
to be saved the first year. 

The study, evaluating 
surgical lap sponges, was 
conducted by Mercy’s 
operating staff nurses and 
coordinated by Nursing 
Supervisor Mary Allen, R.N. 

Four separate product 
lines of lap sponges were 
considered, . with each 


product line being studied: 


and evaluated for one week. 


The evaluation at Mercy 
is part of a program in- 
volving 10 other Sisters of 
Mercy Health Corporation 
(SMHC) hospitals in Michi- 
gan. All 11 hospitals involved 
in lap sponge evaluation 
selected the same product 
line which, because of the 
large volumes, could save 
the hospitals about $100,000 
annually. 

An earlier study of 
syringes and needles in 
March involving 80 of Mercy 
Hospital’s nurses saved the 
SMHC an estimated $500,000. 

“Tt is realy amazing how 
all the hospitals have chosen 
the same product lines after 


they 


their 
Mrs. 


finish 
evaluations,” said 
Allen. 

According to Mrs. Allen, 
the reason why the hospitals 
are so close when choosing a 
certain product line is 
because of a set of guidelines 
the nurses use when 
evaluating. 

“The guidelines give the 
nurses a certain direction to 
follow when evaluating the 
product,” she said, “This is 
more practical than having a 
nurse downgrade the 
product just because she 
didn’t like the color.”

Grieving driver doubts it 


I’ve always wished that people — especially 


@ ungsters — riding bicycles along the edge of the 


road would go against auto traffic, instead of with 
it. Then I would know for sure that they saw me 
driving the big car that could easily flatten them. 

A bicyclist just in front of my right fender, with 
his back to me, always makes me nervous. Does he 
know I’m there? Does he know that if he swerved 
just a little to the left, I might hit him? Should I 


honk, or would the noise startle him and cause him 


to swerve into danger? 

Most traffic experts say I’m nuts: that it’s safer 
for bicyclists and motorists to travel in the same 
direction, rather than meet eye-to-eye. I defer to 
their expertise, of course, but still... 

- Linda C. Richardson is a 31-year-old mother who 
lives in Clare, Mich. About three weeks ago, a 
bicycle swerved in front of her car. That night, she 
couldn't sleep, so she wrote this letter to Al Brans- 
dorfer, publisher of The Clare Sentinel: 

“Today, I did everything I could.

bicycle. I don’t know yet if I've killed him, 
paralyzed him, or just broke his body into slow- 
healing, painful pieces.

Every- 
body says I did all that could be done afterwards, 
waiting. Everybody says it was an accident. Every- 
body says I did everything I could.

“No, I’m not blaming him; he’s just a kid ona 
bike. 

' “Just a kid on a bike, or a kid on foot. I’ve had 
them dart out in front of me before. Almost. acci- 
dents, close calls, near misses, or just dangerous 
situations. 

- T'ye slammed on the brakes, swerved, blown 
the horn, even yelled out the window. Whatever it 


eo to avoid it. 


- “T’ve driven away, sweating, shaking a little, 
saying ‘Thank you, God’ and ‘Crazy kids.’ And 
always — relief. Maybe even a little proud I avoided 
hitting him. I did everything I could. 

"No, not everything I could. What about the 
next time, or the time after, or 20 years from 
now...A close call does not change habits, attitudes, 
lifespans. It doesn’t stop ‘next times.’

‘ing to school, on bicycle and on foot. Do everything 
you can. 


grabbed the kid — shot him, screamed at him, cried.

$0, IPs BACK from Dallas and the 
Republican National Convention, and back 
into the more normal routine back home. 
- Much of convention week is a blur in the 
| @. memory of this first-time delegate; so much 
| “happened in such a short time. But it was 
exciting and a memorable experience, 
‘although it was routine and near-boredom in 
some ways. 
In no particular order of importance or 
chronology, then, herewith are some of my 
impressions and reactions. 
, * * x 
THE DETROIT TIGER blue baseball hats 
|. worn by the Michigan delegates were a hit 
| Y on the convention floor, and helped mold the 
Michigan contingent together. You get some 
sort of feeling of fellowship when you're all 
wearing the same silly hats. 
. Difficult as it may seem to Michiganians, 
-some people don’t know what the “‘D’’ on the 
hat stands for. Some thought it meant 
Dallas, others Delaware, and one even 
guessed it meant that the wearer was a dele- 
gate who didn’t have to clear security each 
time he/she entered the convention. 

Other states used symbols, too. Wisconsin 
wore big red wide-brimmed hats with a big 
white “‘W’’ on the front. Minnesota wore 
farmer straw hats. Arizona and Oklahoma 
wore vests, California sported sombreros 
and sashes, while Hawaii wore aloha shirts 
or dresses. | 

- The Detroit baseball hats were a good 
idea. They were furnished the GOP by in- 
surance mogul Dick Headlee, just as the 

@ brothers Levin — Sen. Carl and Rep. Sander 
—~ furnished them to Democrats in San 
Francisco. 


* x 

SECURITY WAS TIGHT but not ob- 
noxious. A six-foot chain link fence costing 
$75,000 set off the convention center, with 
only a few closely-guarded entries. 

Buses brought the delegations from hotels 
to a holding area near the convention hall 
(the Michigan delegation was housed about 

& 20 miles from the hall). From the holding 
area, other buses with armed Dallas police 
officers aboard ferried the delegation to the 
center. The procedure was reversed when 
each convention session ended. 

On the first day our hotel bus was stopped 
‘five times for clearance in the parking lot 
neartheconventionhall, _ 
Demonstrators were nowhere to be seen 

by the normal delegate in a normal ap- 
proach to the hall. If you wanted to see 

 ) demonstrations, you had to go out of your 
way to find them — or watch them on tele- 
-vision. That was another part of the tight 

- security. 

It was so hot that most of the demon- 
strators packed up and went home after a 
‘couple of days; they had heen provided tent 
and camp space by the city, but the sun and 
100-plus heat were merciless. 


x * * 
OBVIOUSLY the Republican Party want- 
@ ed to emphasize the importance of women, 
but the whole idea came close to overkill. 
- The convention heard from only three 
cabinet members — all women (Jeane Kirk- 
patrick, Elizabeth Dole, Margaret 
Heckler). It seemed as if for every male 
-who appeared on the rostrum, a female was 
‘sure to follow. Almost half the delegate- 
alternate total was female, too. 
Women are important to politics, and in 
‘the Republican Party. But it got a bit

‘selves in humbleness. After all, every one of 
us has roots in some other country some- 
where. What’s the big deal?

MANY DELEGATES and alternates ac- 
ted as hometown reporters for news outlets 
back home. Several were calling home 
every day to fill in local radio and TV 
stations or newspapers on their impressions 
of what was going on. 

In addition, media people swarmed all 
over delegates for interviews and im- 
pressions, and television cameras were 
relentless in panning over the audience as 
the convention wore on. You had to watch 
yourself or you might get pictured in an un- 
flattering pose. 

Those who received the most video atten- 
tion, generally speaking, were (1) young 
and pretty women; (2) delegates in 
ridiculous hats or costumes; and (3) those 
who had a seat on the aisle. 

I think all delegates were interviewed by 
someone. The Michigan champ could be 
Kevin Hammons from Detroit — a good- 
looking young black delegate, beth ar- 
ticulate and willing -- who claimed some 50- 
plus interviews. 

As for me, I was interviewed only once. 
Patty Montemurri of the Detroit Free Press 
asked me how I liked Dallas, but she didn’t 
get around to me yntil Wednesday and the 
convention ended Thursday. I almost set a 
record for non-interviews.

THE MOST MEMORABLE impression I 
will carry from the 1984 convention comes 
from the final night. 

It was a foot-stomping, flag-waving, hoot- 
and-holler time as President Reagan gave 
his acceptance speech. The talk itself was 
not a memorable one; it will not go down in 
history, but Mr. Reagan touched all the 
right buttons, and he was interrupted by ap- 
plause many times. 

Shouts of “U-S-A” and ‘Four more 
years” and “We want Reagan” erupted 


time and again from the floor, and I was. 


shouting and stomping with the best of 
them. You tend to get caught up in some- 
thing like that. 

After the speech came blind singer Ray 
Charles, who played and sang his in- 
dividualized version of ‘“‘America the Beau- 
tiful,”” which is beautiful in itself. On the 
third chorus, delegates joined in. We 
clasped hands, and sang, and swayed gently 
back and forth, in an expression of unity and 
friendship. 

Then we all joined in singing ‘‘God Bless 
America.” Singing and joining hands and 
swaying brought tears to some eyes and 
Jumps to some throats. 

It was the perfect way to end the conven- 
tion. It was moving. It was beautiful. I’m 
glad I was part of it.

Kirtland’s Aviation Program 
Has Gained Importance 


With today’ 8 critical 
shorage of aviation 
mechanics, programs such 
as Kirtland Community Col- 
ege’s two year Aviation 
Maintenance Technology 
program have become more 
and more important. These 
programs train men and 
women to perform mechan- 
ical operations and repair on 
some of the world’s largest 
and most well known air- 
liners, as well as small, 
privately owned aircraft. 

Kirtland’s specialized pro- 
gram is FAA (Federal Avia- 
tion Agency) approved, and 
is designed to prepare stu- 
dents for FAA certification 
examinations in Airframe 
and/or Power Plant. The 
program is geared to train 
individuals for immediate 
employment upon 
graduation, and is transferr- 
able to some four year in- 
stitutions that have Bac- 
calaureat degrees in avia- 
tion maintenance. Program 
of study includes work in jet 
and reciprocating engines; 


installation; exhaust, instru- 


ment, fuel, lubrication, elec- 
trical and ignition systems; 
aircraft finishes and draw- 
ing; structures; inspection;

‘The waists State Housing Development 
Authority has sold its largest bond issue and 
will offer the full $125 million in home mort- 
gage at the rate of 10.95 percent. 

The lost-cost mortgages will allow about 
3,400 families to purchase homes and will 
lead to the creation of more than 1,500 jobs. 

Applications for the 30-year, fixed-rate 
loans, targeted for low and moderate in- 
come homebuyers, are now being accepted 
at participating lending institutions. 

The authority will take loan applications 
on a first-come, first-serve basis from the 
lenders and will set aside mortgage money 
for applicants who appear to meet the pro- 
gram guidelines and who have made a pur- 
chase offer on a specific property. 


For persons who build or buy a new (not 
previously occupied) house, the income 
limit is $28,000 and the maximum purchase 
price of house and land is $70,000. The maxi- 
mum mortgage from the authority is 
$60,000. 

For the purchase of an existing home, tiie 
income limit is $23,000 and the maximum 
price is $36,000. 

However, in 34 communities meeting cer- 
tain statutory definitions of economic 
distress, the income limit for buyers of 
existing houses will be $25,000 and the max- 
imum purchase price, $50,000. 

The authority had exhausted available 
bonds for its home mortgage program in 
March. 


The recent passage of legislation in- 
creasing the bonding limit and 
congressional approval of an extension of 
revenue bonds until December, 1987, clear- 
ed the way to proceed with the new bond 
sale. 

The bonds, rated AAA by Standard and 
Poor’s Corporation, had a true interest cost 
of 10.66 percent. The issue was marketed by 
an underwriting led by E.F. Hutton and 
Company.

ADC Recipients Told To 
Register For Job Training 

More than one-third of the state's 
recipients of aid to families with dependent 
children (AFDC) have been ordered ty 
register for employment and training pro. 
grams under a new state law which requires 
parents with children older than six months 
to apply for the training, the Department of 
Social Services has reported. 

The law took effect July 1 and notices in. 
forming recipients they had to apply for 
training programs were sent to approxi- 
mately 87,000 AFDC clients, 

The total is more tian one-third of the 
total 238,000 families now receiving the 
grants and officials said most of the state’s 
adults welfare recipients are now required 
to participate in the Michigan Opportunity 
and Skills Training (MOST) program to 
help them become more qualified for jobs. 

Recipients who are not exempt from par- 
ticipating in the MOST program for other 
reasons, such as being older than 50 or 
younger than 16, handicapped, caring for a 
disabled person or a full-time student, face 
being cut off from benefits for three months 
if they do not comply with the registration 
requirements. 

Federal welfare policies only require 
parents to participate in employment train- 
ing programs if their children are older than 
six years, but the state was granted a 
waiver eatlier this year permitting the 
requirements that parents with children at 
least six months old participate in training 
programs. 

The legislation mandating the participa- 
tion of those parents was angrily debated by 
lawmakers who argued it would force 
parents to give up taking care of their child- 
ren. 

Social Service officials said many of the 
affected clients already had registered for 
the MOST program, but did not provide 
figures on how many that totaled.

“Many Americans Unaware 
of Ways to Prevent Cancer 


Controllable causes of 
cancer are related to smok- 
ing, dietary factors, environ- 
mental factors, alcohol 
abuse, and excessive ex- 
posure to sunlight, accord- 
ing to the Health and Hu- 
man Services Secretary, 
Margaret M. Heckler. 

Although these control- 
lable causes are estimated to 
account for 73% of all can- 
cers, after conducting a sur- 
vey of 1,876 people, the 
National Cancer Institute 
concluded that many Ameri- 
cans are unaware of measures 
to prevent cancer and hold a 
variety of misconceptions 
about the disease. Almost 
half of the respondents 
agreed with the statement, 
“There is not much a person 
can do to prevent cancer.”’ 

Secretary Heckler sug- 
gests that by eliminating 
smoking and including more 
fiber and tess fat in their 
diets, individuals can sub- 
stantially reduce their risk of 
cancer. ‘‘Changes in peo- 
ple’s lifestyle and behavior 
could save 95.000 lives ner 
year by the year 2000,’’ 
Secretary Heckler predicts,

—Appointed Don Geiss and Ruth O'Mara to fill the unexpired 
terms of Robert Gottfried and Evelyn Gardiner on the Housing 
Rehab. and Community Development Board. 

—Appointed Karen McDonald to fill the unexpired term of Jack 
Hull on the Planning Commission. 

—Reappointed Don Geiss to another three-year term on the 
D.S.S. Board. 

REPORTS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS: 

Commission On Aging: In addition to the four persons just ap- 
pointed to the C.O.A. consideration is also being given to even- 
tually replacing two of the present three county commissioners 
on the C.0.A. with citizens, One member of.the C.0.A. will be 
seated on the Grayling Housing Advisory Board; and the lease 
with the Housing Commission will be finalized any day, with oc- 
cupancy in the Housing Commission facility expected by the end 
of August. The job description and salary for a project manager 
for the C.0O.A. has been determined; and an advertisement for 
the position has been approved. Work is presently being done on 
formulation of the millage renewal, There has been discussion as 
to whether the Greyhound bus should be kept or sold. The diffi- 
culty of finding licensed drivers, maintenance costs, high in- 
surance rates, the bus’s deteriorating condition and the limited 
use of the vehicle seem to outweigh the value of keeping it. 

D.S.S. A complaint relative to available monies for conference 
attendance not being adequately advertised has been lodged 
with the MI County Social Services Association. 

Roads & Bridges: Paving projects for Beaver Creek, paving 
costs and enforcement of speed and weight restrictions were 
briefly discussed. 

Insurance: The Transportation Authority will be securing their 
own insurance, because their volume of claims hag proven too 
costly for the County Self Insurance Program. Additional 
monies will be requested in the 1985 budget to provide a reserve 
in the insurance fund. 

Miller reported on a meeting he attended which addressed Jand- 
fill legislation. The clay capping at the Crawford/Otsego Landfill 
remains a critical priority. With contamination already present, 
the capping must be done even if the landfill is closed. 
IN OTHER BUSINESS, THE BOARD: 

—Discussed the need for securing property for a permanent fair 
grounds. The DNR will ba contacted regarding the possibility of 
acquiring either one of two forty acre parcels presently owned by 
the State of Michigan. ; 
—Decided, by consensus, to replace a part-time dispatcher who 
terminated; and grant a 30 day leave requested by a full-time 
dispatcher, 
—Learned from the Sheriff that it has been necessary to refuse 
some ambulance transfer requests recently. The problem is a 
shortage of E.M.T.’s and the fact that hospital personnel are not 
being made available to accompany the ambulance. 
—Decided, by consensus, that any agreement for extension of 
the work time for persons working under the Youth Em- 
ployment and Training Program in county offices should be ex- 
pected by the Dept. Heads involved, if they desire. 
Meeting adjourned at 4:10 p.m. vs
